Now, in The Sound of Detection, Mike Nevins covers in loving detail the 
history of one of radio's finest detective shows. How the two cousins who were 
Ellery Queen came to translate their creation from the pages of books and 
magazines to the public airways; how Ellery. Queen contributed to the war effort in 
WWII; what role Anthony Boucher played in the last years of the program; who 
were the actors and sponsors, and how did they change, sometimes almost from 
week to week--all these questions and many more are answered here, as Nevins 
narrates the biography of the radio program, encapsulating many of the program 
plots—and usually also pointing out the short stories and novels from which they 
were derived or into which they were later converted. 


The second part of the book, perpared by Nevins and Old Time Radio 
authority Ray Stanich, is an annotated chronology and episode log, listing the 
individual program titles, the dates on which they aired, their present availability 
on tape, and select names of guest armchair detectives who appeared on the show, 
as well as other relevant information.
